Be a nurturing parent
Children need to know that they are special, loved and 
capable of following their dreams.

Help a friend, neighbor or relative
Being a parent isn’t easy. Offer a helping hand to take 
care of the children, so the parents can rest or spend 
time together.

Help yourself
When the big and little problems of your everyday life 
pile up to the point you feel overwhelmed and out of 
control, take time out. Don’t take it out on your kid.

If your baby cries

Get involved
